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Since the original description of the genus 
Barrosoa (King & Robinson, 1971) we have found four 
additional species that need to be transferred to the 
genus. A total of ten species are now known for the 
genus. Two of the additional species are from Colombia 
increasing the known representation of the genus at 
its northern limits. The one Colombian species for 
which we have collection data is from low elevation 
which conforms to the pattern already noted. 

With the 5 combinations listed below is a correc¬ 
tion for one species improperly transferred in the 
previous paper.
